The Steamship Lines to the Soath

Taerr: was a time when Philadalphin w
the leading port fd this country, when her
merchants commandod the China trade, and

when the most maguifcent ships agdled oat of

our harbor and salled back again from fur-
thest Ind, Inden with the spoils of the East,
But how have we fallen from that high estate |
We doubt if there is a single ship trading
di. ectly between this place and Canton, Nan-
kin, or Yedo. And yet it may be asked why
Boston and New York should, in the course
0 time, have taken from us the trade which
wo once monopolized? There is but one
answer to that question, and it might as wel
be given now, without hesitation or rese ve
The first merchants of Phlladelphia were
great men In their vocation. , They were
princes in thelr generation, like the mer
chants of anelent Tyre. They were men o
enlarged views, liberal enterprise, adventu
rous disposition, and far-seeing sagacity
Their ldeas of commerc: were pot limited
byl any “pent-up Utica” but lock:d frecly
abroad to the extremities of the earth and
embraced the whole world., They are remem-
bered yet as giauts in their day, and not with-
out regret by those who witness the decline
of mercantile spirit here, and compare what
is with what was.

It is perh aps too late to recover our lost
ground envirely. The eities which have stolea
a long march on us inthe race for metro-
politan influence, power, and wealtl, are nol
likely to pesmit the sceplire to pass away lrom
them. But it is yet possible to mage Phila-
delphin a most importanut aul prosperous pork
both as respects Tursizn aal domestic com-
merce. Toe movemont to establish four
geparate lines of steamships to connect this
clty with as many leading poris of the South
Is a step in the right direction. There is true
wisdom in baginning at homo, and trying to
concentrate at this poiat the trade and travel
of the Southern States. When that is accom-
plished in some considerable degree it, will ba
time enough to think of starting steamships
from this port to Liverpool, Southampton,
and Havre. There s a natural and logleal
order in commoreial enterprise, as in altnost
¢viry other business of 1 fe; and it _seems Lo
ue that the command of n large part of onr
own cousbwise trads and travel is a necessary
precedent to noy attumpt to control a paying
portion of the trada and travel between any
Ameriean port and those of Europe. With
the two resourees combined, lioes ot stean-
slips will ) large profits and be purma-

A Move in the Right Dureetion,
Wr observe in some of the New York papers
a call for ameeting upon a subject of more
than ordinary Interest to the travelling pub-
lie. A number of the princ’pal hotel proprie-
tors are about to perfect measures for reduc-
ipg the charges per diem in thelr various
establishments, During the progress of the
war and sloce its close, boarding at hotels has
been a tax on travellers which lbw were
either willing or abla to undergo. The con-
sequence was, that the merchants of the West
remained at home, and bought goods in small
lots at the most convenient point at which
they could be procured. Necessarily this
decreased the trade of the seaboard clties, and
the enormous prices charged by the hotel-
keepers acted as a sort of a prohibitive mea-
gure or embargo upon the prosperlty and
growth of our commercial centres. It
also a ruinous policy for the
hotel-keepers  themselves, but at present

there is8 no excuse for the extortionate
prices which have ruled for the past four

yeare, Gold has rapidly declined, and will
soon touch ante-war rates. From the enor-
mous premium of 285, 1t has surely and
stendily declined until yesterday it could be
had in Third street for 127, Every commodity
and necessary of lite s following gold in its
decline. It is time that hotel-keepers and
boarding house proprietors had discovered
thie deeply interesting fact. House rents are
not very likely to come down as long as real
estate agents ean induce owners to keep them
for sale, Large pumbers of persons are
obliged by the exigencies of business to pass
copsiderable portions of their time at hotels,
and they will hear with satisfuction that the
prospect of a reasonable decrease of their ex-
penditures is probable. Could not our Phi-
ladelphia hotel-keepers make a movement in
the same direction?
